new«pap*r reported, have turned 
down a propoaaf for a 15 day gen- 
eral armifttlcc in the civil war.

lali constitution during the 15-day 
period to make it more acceptable 
to 
rlfhtUt 
element* 
revolting 
again irt the 
•ociallst 
dominated 
government. 


Madrid's acceptance waa aaid to 
have been counted upon. But the 
faacUt insurgents "totally rejec- 
ted" any such plan, preferring to 
fight on for complete control of 
the nation. 


With an unofficial armistice ap- 
parently prevailing before the be- 
sieged cfty of San Sebastian, the

their entire attention to a new 
march on Madrid. 


Their junta, at Burgos, formally 


announced a rebel plane was not

The junta 
said insurgent airmen were espe- 
cially careful to avoid attacking 
ships of such a "friendly and 
loyal" power.

Discussion of salary restoration 


followed the secretary's report 
that the increase in-assessed valu- 
ation of tangible and intangible 
property in the Lincoln school dis- 
trict will add about $23,000 to the 
general school fund. Board mem- 
sers expressed belief this sum 
might be swelled sufficiently 
to 
lustify some salary restoration. 
About 104 percent of last year's 
tax budget was collected, and the 
percent in addition to the 
unount anticipated will be one of 
Jie .principal items added to the 
general fund. 


At first A. A. Dobson moved that 
a partial restoration be made im- 
mediately, but upon further discus- 
sion Paul F. Good made a substi- 
tute motion that the "sentiment of 
the board ia expressed as in favor 
of a* large a restoration a* possi- 
ble" and that a committee be ap- 
pointed, consisting of Supt. Lefler 
and Mr. Dobson, Mr. Good and W. 
A. Robbins, with power to act im- 
mediately.

of a partial restoration, the move 
will not mean any increase in gen- 
eral salaries.

BOLSHEVISM MUST BE 
TOGUT-GOEBBELS 


Conciliation Impossible, De- 


clares Lieutenant of 


Hitler. 


NUREMBERG, Germany. (UP). 
Propaganda 
Minister 
Goebbels 
told the nazi party congress that 
bolshevism must be annihilated 


if Europe is to survive." 
"Conciliation is impossible," the 


lieutenant of Hitler shouted. His 
speech went beyond even that of 
his chief Wednesday in the-vigor 
of its attack on comrrmnimu and 
indirectly on soviet Russia. Rela- 
tions between Germany and Rus- 
sia have been growing constantly 
more bitter during recent weeks. 
"The question of bolshevism," 


Goebbels continued, "is the ques- 
tion of Europe's survival. In this 
question one must take sides for 
or against it, with all consequen- 
ces embodied in such a decision. 
Bolshevism in practice is a well 


planned attempt of Jewry to gain 
power over all nations. Hence a 
fight against this danger is a fight 
concerning the whole world. This 
fight started in Germany, was 
waged on German soil, and Adolf 
Hitler is its historical leader." 
Goebbels said bolshevism is not 
even an idea which may be dis- 
cussed, branding it "pathological 
criminal madness proved to be 
conceived and carried out by Jews 
with an aim to annihilate the civ- 
ilized 
nations 
of 
Europe 
and 
establish an international Jewish 
world power." 
Hitler, standing on a giant re- 
viewing platform and surrounded 
by 75,000 delegates to the nazi 
party conference, reviewed 50,000 
of his picked labor service troops. 
Hitler stood on a platform 69 


feet high as the labor battalion 
boys, their 
picks and shovels 
gleaming in the sun, marched past 
in nine columns. 
"The spade has become a new 
symbol of civil life," Hitler told 
the labor corps after the parade. 
He called the men "Germany's 
soldiers of tomorrow and the foun- 
dation of the new German civil 
life." 


Der fuehrer declared the na- 
tional socialists did not desire to 
single out one class but rather to 
"change 
the 
inner soul of the 
people." He added that the labor 
corps had reduced unemployment 
and taken wandering boys off tjie 
streets and highways.

or public electric light and power 
district. This is the substance of 
an opinion directed to the council 
by City Attorney 
Laughlin.

adds that for the purpose of sell- 
ing- or purchasing- such electricity,

projects 
approved, the sanitary 


district has pending in Washing- 
ton request for grant to be used in 
connection 
with

hookup of 
sewers in the Lakeview vicinity 
with the city intercepting sewer. 
That territory now crumps into 
Salt creek. The proposed 10 inch 
sewer would connect with the city 
main at 5th and B. The estimated 
cost is $11,557 with the PW*. 
asked to contribute $4,914. 


With Salt creek cleansed of this 
Lakeview 'burden and by-passin«f 
no longer necessary in the region 
of the disposal plant, the only re- 
maining sewage to be deposited in 
Salt creek would be from Have- 
lock and a portion of Bethany. The 
trustees hope eventually to correct 
this condition. 


The sewage disposal plant, con- 
structed in 1922, was designed, ac- 
cording to Wardner G. Scott, en- 
gineer, to Hccommodate an aver- 
ape daily flow of 4 million gal- 
lons. It has long overstepped that 
pallonag-e. The engineer's figures 
show for July an average daily 
flow of 
6,373.000 
gallons 
with 
average of 6 million daily for Au- 
gust and an all time peak for a 
day established July 11, flow of 
7,380.000 
or nearly double

normal capacity. 


The plant 
project 
calls 
for 


$102,210 with the PWA contribut- 
ing $46,000, a grant approved and 
the money allotted but with ap- 
proval by the comptroller general 
yet to come.

Hot Religious Conflict, Chief

Mr. Landon did not 
need to go to Maine for himself 
verybody concedes that he will 
carry Maine in the presidential 
election in November.

The factor expresses itself as a 
tendency of some voters to take | 
their positions on the side of the I 
probable winner, as a tendency by 
voters and workers on one side to 
throw greater heart into the con- 
test when they hope to win, a 
tendency by the other side to relax 
when they think they are going to 
lose. This psychological 
factor 
exists in American elections and it 
tends to have more weight. It is 
reflected by the widespread in- 
terest in "straw polls" that has 
grown up during some 15 years 
past. The "straw polls" and the 
local Maine election in September 
are indexes; but they are indexes 
which not only indicate—but also 
tend to create thafc* which they in- 
dicate. The purpose of Gov. Lan- 
don and all other republican cam- 
paigners is to roll up the highest 
possible republican vote in next 
Monday's Maine election for the 
sake of the psychological 
effect 
thruout the whole country in No- 
vember. The purpose of the demo- 
cratic campaigners is the same for 
their side. 


Should Be Effective. 


Will Gov. Landon's visit 
to 
Maine be - effective ? It should be. 
Its effectiveness depends in part 
upon the sound theory that the 
mere fact of a republican presiden- 
tial candidate coming to the,state 
will help to bring the maximum 
nurtvber of republican voters to the 
polls the following Monday. 
But the greater effectiveness of 
Gov: Landon's visit depends upon 
how deep it registers with a cer- 
tain group of Maine voters. 
In 
Maine there are voters who think 
of themselves as republicans, who 
earnestly wish Mr. Landon to be 
elected in 
November, who 
-will 
themselves vote for Mr. Landon in 
November—but who, as respects 
this September election for local 
offices, 
contemplate voting 
for 
democratic candidates. 
It is this 
class of voters to whom Gov. Lan- 
don's visit must 
mainly appeal 
The measure of his 
success de- 
pends upon the number of Maine 
voters who are led to reason some- 
what as follows: 
"Altho I think the democratic 
candidate for governor (or sena- 
tor or other local office! is better 
than the republican candidate, and 
altho ordinarily I would vote lor 
the 
local 
democratic candidate, 
nevertheless my fundamental in- 
terest this year is the presiden- 
tial election in November, and my 
fundamental \\ish is that Mr. Lan- 
don be elected president I realize 
that by voting democratic in the 
September local election I \vould 
contribute to a psychological ef- 
fect which would injure the chance 
of Gov.

OF ALL dried fruits, prunes ari 


the favorite. 
But there are other 


lined fruits that are equally de- 
licious and we cannot understand 
uhy they are neglected. To help 
remedy this situation, we are pre- 
senting some splendid recipes foi 
other dried fruits together with 
some hints for their cooking and 
preparation. 


If you haven't used dried fruits 


for some time, or have a prejudice 
against them, you will be pleased 
to find that the present-day meth- 
ods allow the fruits to retain all 
their natural elements, including 
sugar, so it is unnecessary to add 
sweetening during the cooking pro- 
cess, except for apricots, which 
sometimes tend to tartness. I* 
sweetness is required, use honey 
rather than sugar. It emphasizes 
the flavor of the fruit and makes it 
more nourishing. 
It 
should be 


added when the fruit is put on th« 
stove to cook. 


Cooking Dried Fruit 


Practically every type of dried 


fruit requires hours of soaking be- 
fore it is cooked. To keep dried 
fruit looking plump and attractive 
instead 
of 
shrivelled 
looking, 


whether the fruit be figs, prunes, 
pears or apricots, put the washed 
fruit into a pan with the required 
amount of sugar. Cover with boil- 
ing water, stir well, replace the lid 
and allow to stand for twelve 
hours. Next day stew very gently 
and, when cooked, place in a coo! 
spot to cool in the covered sauce- 
pan. Cooked in this way, the syrup 
is thick and the fruit plump and 
unshrivelled. 


A dainty filling for a pie is made 


with apricots. Wash well some 
apricots and soak in cold water for 
twelve hours. Cook fruit in double 
saucepan until soft but unbroken. 
Place a little of the liquor and 
some honey—about quarter-pound 
honey to three ounces fruit—in & 
saucepan, reduce to a thick syrup 
and cool. Blanch about a dozen al- 
monds and chop finely. Line a pie, 
tin with pastry, arrange the fruiti 
In a circle, scatter the sliced al- 
monds in center and pour syrup 
over fruit and nuts. Place in well-i 
heated oven until pastry is nicely 
cooked and browned. Serve hot or 
cold.

used as a garnish for chops, roasts 
or steaks. 


Old vines and vegetable

should be burned up now except 
lettuce, turnip tops, cabbage and 
carrot tops. 
These seldom carry 


pests or diseases. 


To braise ro: sts, steaks or chops 


first brown the meat, then put in a 
tightly covered utensil with very 
little water either on the top of 
stovo or in 
oven 
and 
continue 


rooking slowly until meat is ten- 
der. 


To clean fireplace bricks, cover 


them with a paste made of pow- 
dered pumice and household am- 
monia. Ijet it dry for an hour, then 
scrub with warm soapy water. 


A few vines growing in an open 


bowl of water

pood in any room, because as the 
water evaporates the dryness dis- 
appears Irom the air.

DURING 
THE last 
century 


greater strides have been made In 
medicine than during any previous' 
era. To recall what our grand- 
parents did makes us realize the. 
truth of this statement. 
They 


often 
treated 
infected 
wounds 


with applications of vinegar, rum, 
gunpswder and cabbage-leaf poul- 
tices. A disease known as "wool 
sorter's disease", now called "an- 
thrax", called for all sorts of ridic- 
ulous and repulsive applications. 


As regards this particular ail- 


ment, there is no wonder little aid 
could be given because the cause 
was not known. 
Our present 


knowledge of what to do was 
made possible by research and 
diligent efforts in the laboratories. 
Today, it is well known that 
"wool sorter's disease" can only 
be caused by the germ with the 
big name, "bacillus anthracis", 


How Disease Spreads 


This organism thrives in dis- 


saaed animals and is transmitted 
to man by the handling- of dis- 
eased beasts. 
Though the infec- 


tion can be transmitted through 
the lungs or the digestive organs, 
it is most commonly contracted 
through the skin by actual con- 
tact with the diseased animal. 


For this reason, anthrax was 


commonly encountered in butch- 
ers, veterinarians, farm laborers 
and other persons having contact 
with cattle. 
It was also found 


among workers in the various 
trades where wool, horse hair and 


] similar substances were used. 


I 
The ailment is not as common 


as in former years. 
This satis- 


[ factory state of affairs is due to 
the 
enforcement 
of 
measures 


i ivhich protect against the disease. 
! Certain laws have been passed 
1 &nd enforced requiring adequate 
protection of those who are ex- 
posed to its dangers. 


LI*ts Safeguards 


For example, workers in leather 


tanneries and hair or wool fac- 
tories, must wear rubber glovea 
and rubber aprons while at work, 


i Adequate ventilation is provided 
1 to dispose of the dust of the hair 
and 
wool. 
This 
prevents 
th« 


1 breathing in of the germs of th« 
disease. 


Even the purchaser of article; 


made from bristles, horse hair 01 
wools is given protection against 
infection of the anthrax germ. Foi 
example, shaving brushes are sub- 
jected to special sterilization sc 
as to prevent all possible danger 


By these wise measures, the 


menace of anthrax has been eradi- 
cated and modern civilization is 
assured of at least this one vic- 
tory o\er disease. 
But here, as 


elsewhere, it is true that eternal 
vigilance is necessary. 
Any frul- 


un- to ob.surie the precautions \vill 
bring back anthrax anil other pre- 
ventable diseases.

WPA Grant $46,000 Makes 


Modernising by Sanitary 


Board Possible. 


Trustees of the sanitary district 
are nov ready, backed by federal 
grant in the sum of *4« OOO, to 
proceed 
with 
enlargement 
and 
modernizing of the s«w»ge dis- 
posal plant at an estimated coat 
of >102 210. The plant was con- 
structed in 1922 and wa» intended 
to handle 4 million gallons daily. 
It did this and more but was un- 
able adequately to properly carry 
the increased loads of later years 
For a considerable period the daily 
average has 
exceeded 
5 300 000 
gallons with a recent maximum 
daily flow of 7,380,000 gallons 
This gal)onage, far in excess of 
plant capacity, has 
necessitated 
by-passing of a large amount of 
sewage into Salt creek below the 
plant 
The WPA project provide* 
63,570 man-hours of labor or six 
months' work for 81 men, two- 
thirds of the labor unskilled. 
While the sanitary board has 
been cognizant for some yeara of 
the need of enlargement, it was 
the purpose to take advantage of 
research work, done at consider- 
able expense, by larger cities. In 
this connection, L J Dunn, mem- 
ber of the board, said- 
"Rapid improvement has been 
made in methods 
of 
handling 
sewage. We purposely waited un- 
til we could feel reasonably sure 
that our 
enlargement 
may be 
both modern and adequate and 
remain so for a period of years 
We feel that we are better off 
for waiting in that we may derive 
benefit from the vast sums of 
money spent by other cities in 
research " 
Mr. Dunn received a wire in- 
forming 
him of the allotment. 
Approval was given the project 
some time ago 
Another allotment in which the 
sanitary district is directly in- 
terested is $21,800 for Ashland 
flood control 
Total project cost 
is $51,244. It Is the purpose to 
extend the Salt creek widening 
and straightening thru 
Ashland 
with the co-operation of that city 
A bridge has been constructed by 
Ashland as a part of this pro- 
gram. 
Disposal plant enlargement, Mr 
Dunn said, will be undertaken as 
soon as the plans are ready.

The AAA 


announced Secretary Wallace had 
approved 
a range improvement 


program for 13 western states un- 
der which stockmen would be paid 
benefits for "range building prac- 
tices" during the rest of this year 


The AAA said the program was 


"being put into operation under 
the provisions of the soil conserva- 
tion and domestic allotment act " 
The program will apply to pri- 
vately-owned or privately con- 
trolled range lands and "payments 
will be limited 
to the 
grazing 
capacity of the ranch," the AAA 
said. 
State in which livestock pro- 
ducers may participate are Ari- 
zona, California, Colorado, Idaho, 
Kansas, Montana, 
Nevada, New 
Mexico, North 
Dakota, 
Oregon, 
Utah, Washington and Wyoming 
George E. Farrell, director of 
the western AAA region, said the 
"range improvement program is 
not a cattle or sheep 
reduction 
program. The main purpose of the 
program is to check the depletion 
of the range in order that the west 
may continue to produce livestock 
profitably." 
Among practices which will be 
considered for payments after ap- 
proval by county committees were 
listed "contouring development of 
springs and seeps, building earth- 
en pits for reservoirs for holding
